Meat Abroad 


W A S H IN G T O N , Aug. 8 —Reports 
just at hand at the department of 
commerce and labor show that A m er­ 
ican meats are much in demand in for­ 
eign markets, despite the exposures 
incident U* the enactment of the new' 
inspection law, and that conditions 
in European plants in many porticu- 
lars are as bad, if 
not worse than, 
those formerly alleged to obtain in 
this country. 
Reports from official sources show 
that American canned meats of the 
hest brands always have been in favor 
with the soldiers of the German co­ 
lonial army in South Africa 
The 
commissiariat department 
furnishes 
the troops in the* field with rations 
consisting of one-half meat of Ameri­ 
can origin and thd’o ther half with the 
home product. 
The American meat 
is very much cheaper than that pro­ 
duced in Germany. 
In fact German 
meat cannot be delivered in southwest 
Africa for less than three times the 
cost of that imported from America. 
The chief sanitary inspector 
of 
Barking, England, at a convention of 
inspectors is quoted a* making the 
following statem ent: 
“ If Englishmen knew what goes on 
in slaughter houses in England and 
how their meat is treated they would 
welcome the Chicago product with 
open arms.
